One isthe Mayor's Oficial 
World's Fair Housing Bureau, 
Inc, with heddquafters in the 
Chanin Building, 122 East 424 
Street, set up by Mayor La- 
Guardia to locate rooms: for 
visitors in private homes and 
dwellings. 

‘The other is the Hotel Room 
Information” Bureau of the 
Hotel Association of New York 
City, representing 180 hotels 
with a total capacity of 80,000 
rooms. The bureau is at associ- 
ation headqu&rters, 221 West 
57th Street, 

Both agencies function with- 
out any charge to the visitor in 
finding him clean and comfort- 
‘able accommodations at agrice 
within his means. Rooms in 
private dwellings rangę in price 
from’$1 per night per person 
upward, with the average per 
person $1.50. 

Byery Western Union and 
Postal Telegraph office is 
equipped to handlp requests for 
rooms in conjunction with the. 
Housing Bure ahi's operation, 
Every polfceman'in New York 
City is familiar with the plan 
and is equipped to give visitors 
first hand information on meth- 
ods of obtaining registered and 
sponsored rooms. 

On making the application 
for a room the visitor pays a de- 
posit of 50 cents per night per 
person for which he recejves a 
receipt. The receipt may be pre- 
sented to the landlord in lieu 
of cash as part payment for the
